Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an apparatus 
as claimed, more specifically in combination with two interference patterns, a first 
interference pattern being created by interference between light components of a first 
periphery region and a paraxial region of an optical axis, and a second interference 
pattern created by interference between light components of a second periphery region 
and the paraxial region of the optical axis, is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior 
art of record.
